No important experi- 
ment has been undertaken in the year under report. 

Some 20 plants of Atri plex have been sent for from Saharanpur Botanical 
Garden fur trial on arid areas. 

Rosa oil distillation was carried for three weeks at the Kishangarh Grass reserves. 

8 . — Communication and Buildings. 

Some repairs have been done, and some pucca almiras made for office papers in 
the Forest Office. 

A cattle compound has also been made in the Bagar Ahata, at Kishangarh. 


CHAPTER IV.
